Superintendent Charles Pearce 
surprised the Elba School Board 
Phursday night by submitting his 
resignation, effective the end of 
June, thus ending a ten year reign at 
the helm of the Elba City School 
system, The meeting had been rou 
tine, with routine staff resignations, 
personnel transfers and open con 
cerns over the deteriorating finan 
cial condition of the school system 
dominating the meeting, when the 
28 year veteran of the Elba school 
system presented board members 
with his prepared letter of resigna- 
tion. He is one of at least 29 
announced Alabama school super 
intendents retiring this year. The 
Elba school system also has at least 
five career teachers retiring at the 
end of the current school year. 

In the statement Pearce wrote: “I 
plan to retire at the end of June, 
2000. Please know that this has not 
been an easy decision. However, 
there is a lot of truth in the state- 
ment, “You know when it’s time”, 
It has been a pleasure to serve the 
last ten years as Superintendent for 
this fine school system. Because of

the support of present and past 
board members, much has been 
accomplished to make ECS one of 
the top school systems in the state. 
I thank each of you for allowing me 
to be a part of these accomplish- 
ments. I will continue to do all I 
can to help provide the best educa 
tion possible for our students until 
my replacement is named and the 
transition is made.” 

Pearce told board members he 
would work with them, and the new 
superintendent they select during 
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This week's focus is on Clinton 
E. Daniels, Jr.. 

Clinton E, Daniels Jr., a native of 
Elba, is the son of Clinton E. 
Daniels Sr. and Mary Frances 
Daniels. His grandparents are Otis 
and Annie Williams and John and 
Odessa Daniels, and he has a step 
grandmother, Rosie. Currently, 
Clinton lives in Enterprise with his 
wife, Margaret, who is also a native 
of Elba. They have one child, 
Dominique, who resides in Atlanta, 
Ga. 

Clinton graduated from Elba 
High School in 1974. Following 
graduation, he served in the United 
States Army from 1974-1977 
which included a tour in Nurem- 
berg, Germany. He attended Enter- 
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prise State Junior College and Troy 
State University at Ft. Rucker. 
Clinton began his career with the 
Ft. Rucker Fire Department in 1980 
as a firefighter. He holds certifi- 
cates in training in cardiac pul- 
monary resuscitation, firefighter 1, 
fire apparatus pump operator, air- 
port firefighter, fire officer 1, fire 
inspector |, fire instructor |, fire 
officer 2, fire officer 3, firefighter 
safety and survival, pesticide chal- 
lenge, incident command system, 
firefighting strategy and tactic, haz- 
ardous material incident Clandes- 
tine Drug Lab, hazardous material 
technician, supervisory leadership 
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Elba, Alabama 


the transition to make sure it is a 
smooth transfer of leadership, He 
said he will not be making any rec 
ommendation on any person to fill 
the position, 

Following the meeting, Pearce 
said he had no definite plans but 
would stay involved in the commu- 
nity and was looking at a couple of 
part-time income producing pro 
jects. He said his retirement was 
not related to the fact his wife Fred- 
die, a highly praised elementary 
teacher in the local system, has 
already expressed her intentions of 
retiring at the end of the school 
year. 

He added that the the school sys- 
tem is in as good of shape as he can 
get it and promised to have it in 
better shape before leaving office at 
the end of June. 

The school board members 
agreed to seek the assistance of the 
Alabama Association of School 
Boards in finding a qualified 
replacement. However, they later 
discovered the association was no 
longer involved in this screening- 
process. The board plans to use the 
services of a not yet selected con- 
sulting group to do the initial inter- 
viewing and recommendation of a 
short list (possibally five or six can- 
didates) of the best qualified candi- 
dates. The local board will then 
make the final selection. 

Board members said informally 
after the meeting adjourned that an 
additional requirement will be that 
the successful candidate must agree 
to live in the Elba school district 
during his or her tenure in office. 

In other business the board 
approved the transfer of Shannon 
Catrett to the Secretary/Bookkeeper 
position at Elba Elementary School, 
She had been serving as an aide in 
that office. 

The board also accepted the res- 
ignation of Sereitha Flowers as P.E. 
Aide at Elba Elementary School. 

The board adopted a state schoo! 
board recommended Internet 
Acceptable Use Policy, designed to 
control use of the technology, pro- 
hibit students from misusing the 
internet on school equipment and 
require written parental permission 
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Council updated on FEMA drainage project

The Elba City Council received 
an unexpected update Monday 
night on the FEMA drainage pro- 
ject for Martin Luther King Drive 
and Putnam Street during its regu- 
lar bimonthly meeting. 

Although he was not on the agen- 
da for Monday night’s meeting, 
Bobby Lee, engineer with Peters 
Mitchell and Associates, addressed 
the council to bring them up-to-date 
on the plans and work being done 
to improve the drainage system on 
Martin Luther King Drive and Put- 
nam Street 

On the Martin Luther King Dr, 
side of the project, Lee said the job 
will require the addition of several 
larger concrete pipes and exten- 
sions along the Kennedy Estates 
area, Roosevelt Street, King Street 
and across through Martin Luther 
King Drive He said presently, there 
is one outlet for the water in this 
area, and this project will allow 
them to add three new releases, 

“Now, you've basically got one 
outlet,” Lee said to the council 
members as they looked at the 
maps detailing the area where the 
work will be done. “After this pro- 
ject is complete, there will be four 
and you should have some real pos- 
itive drainage.” 

Along the Putnam Street area, 
Lee told council members that all 
the water inlets will be replaced 
with new curb inlets which should 
allow the water to flow more quick 
ly. 

“This will let us get the water to 
the pumps quicker, and the water 
should get out of there sooner,” Lee 


said. 

He also pointed out areas where 
new concrete pipes will be added in 
this section of the project. 

When asked about the start date 
of this project, Lee said the contract 
between the City of Elba and the 
State of Alabama for this project is 
in the state’s hands at this time to 
be signed. He said the planning for 
this project should be finished by 
next week, and hopefully, the state 
will have signed the contract by 
then. 

“As soon as we get the approval 
for advertising, we will get started,” 
Lee said, 

In regards to new business, the 
council approved bids for the recre- 
ation department for sporting 
equipment. Upon Mayor James 
Grimes recommendation, the coun- 
cil voted to award the bids, based 
on each line item, to All-Star Sport- 
ing Graphics if the company 
offered the lowest bid, If All-Star 
did not have the lowest bid on a 
certain line item, the bid was 
awarded to the lowest bidder. 

The council also approved the 
purchase of a Turf Truckster for the 
recreation department to the low 
bidder for $14,392, as well as, the 
purchase of a 6-foot mower for the 
low bid of $13,543. The mower, 
however, will nev be purchased 
until April or May of this year 

In his report to the council, 
Police Chief R.W. Whitworth told 
council members that he and the 
mayor had attended the Coffee 
County Commission meeting earli- 
er in the day to ask the commission 
for its help in supplying the funds 
so the city could create a new posi 


tion for an E-911 operator. He said 
the commission took no action on 
their request. 

Whitworth said the department 
had answered 411 E-911 calls from 
Jan. | through Feb, 12. 

In other matters, the council took 
the following action: 

* Appointed Nell Gilmer to the 
South Central Mental Health 
Board; 

* Mayor Grimes told them that 
the general liability insurance con- 
tract had been renewed with 
Reliance. In the last meeting, the 
council gave the mayor, city clerk 
and city attorney approval to final- 
ize this deal. 

* Approved to pay the bills for 
the month which — totaled 
$21,219.68,

WHERE HAVE ALL THE TREES GONE? This is the question being asked by several regular visitors to the 
downtown area of Elba, The trees being referred to are the dogwoods that until recently ringed the outer perimeter 
of the courthouse square. It had been noticed by several individuals that some of the trees were dying and an 
attempt was made to find out why. An “expert” from Auburn University was contacted and it was learned that the 
trees were getting too much direct sunlight. Dogwoods have to have have about 50 percent of shaded light to thrive 
and grow properly. The dogwoods have been removed and trees which are more adaptable to the available sunlight 
will soon be planted on the square, one again adding to the beauty of downtown Elba. 

The Elba Chamber of Commerce has sponsored a grant which was applied for through the City of Elba and was 
received to be used toward beautification of the square, The $2,000 received is to be used to purchase crepe myrtle 
trees - 36 total - which will soon be planted on the square. Jimmy Harrison, who has really taken the beautification 
of the square to heart, is heading up the project for the Chamber of Commerce. He is quick to point out that all the 
civie Organizations in the city are rising to the challenge of making downtown Elba a focal point of the city and 
making it a pleasant sight to residents as well as those passing through. The groups are making monetary contribu- 
tions as well as providing manpower for this project. Kaye Whitworth, executive director of the Elba Chamber of 
Commerce, and Harrison said that a “Team Clean Up & Tree Planting Day” is being planned for Saturday, Febru- 
ary 26. On that day all individuals and members of civic organizations are being encouraged to participate in this 
‘exy-wide clean-up project. Not only. will. the trees be planted on the square but all areas of the town will be 
“cleaned up.” In addition to planting the trees, a major landscaping project of the entire courthouse square, includ- 


ing the gazebo and flowing well fountain area, will be undertaken. Both Harrison and Whitworth encourage every- 
one to come out and take part in this very worthwhile project and get involved! 


County Commission parks twelve vehicles

The Coffee County Commission, 
even with several late entries to the 
agenda, managed to complete its 
business session in less than one 
hour Monday morning. 

Commission Chairman Kayo 
Lewis wasted little time in getting 
to the old business of parking coun- 
ty vehicles not assigned to person- 
nel who are subject to emergency 
call-out, 

Prior to entertaining a motion to 
bring the matter off the table 
(action on this matter was tabled in 
the January 24th meeting), Chair- 
man Lewis commented that in 1986 
a policy was enacted by the com- 
mission in office at that time which 
stated that each foreman (with the 
highway department) be assigned a 
vehicle to keep at their residence in 
case of emergencies, 

An additional motion was passed 
at that same ume allowing county 
employees living in the same area 
as the foreman to ride to and from 
work with that foreman as long as 
there was room to do so, 

Lewis told commissioners that he 
had asked the county administrator 
to check with other counties per- 
taining to their vehicle policy. He 
said all the surrounding counties 
checked with have almost the same 
type policy in place. 

The motion to park all county 
vehicles except those assigned to 
persons on call for emergency type

situations - inclement weather, 
building maintenance, ete.- was 
brought before the commission for 
discussion and action (All law 
enforcement vehicles are exempt by 
law from this action), 

During the discussion of the 
motion, Commissioner Tom Grims 
ley asked how many county vehi 
cles would be parked as a result of 
this action by the commission 

Chairman Lewis said that twelve 
(12) vehicles (in addition to those 
already being parked) would be 
parked should the motion pass, The 
following vehicles make up the 
twelve: two(2) from the mainte 
nance department, two(2) from the 
revenue department; two(2) from 
the juvenile probation office: 
one(l) from the county health 
department; two(2) from the land 
fill; and three(3) from the highway 
department. 

The motion calls for these vehi 
cles to be parked on county proper 
ty at night (not necessarily in the 
county yard but at one of the court 
houses or the county complex) after 
working hours - 6 a.m. until 5 p.m, 
The sheriff's department will be 
asked to keep a cheek on these 
vehicles and any county employee 
caught driving one of the vehicles 
after hours will be terminated. 

Commissioners passed the 
motion with a unanimous vote. It 
becomes effective March 1, 2000 

The lone individual listed on the 
meeting agenda under new business 
was county resident Ray Howell, 
who lives on County Rd, 272, 

“TL just want to tell you that ['m 
not here to complain,” said Mt 
Howell, “First of all | want to say 
thank you to the county commis 
sioners tor the job you do..,and to 
the county highway department.” 

He told commissioners that he 
lives on a dirt road and knew it was 
dirt when he built his home en it, 
and he was willing to accept that 
fact when he did so, 

However, he said he was coming 
before the commission to make a 
plea and that was to ask that Coun 
ty Rd, 272 be placed on the list of 
dirt roads to be payed 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
affirmed that at the present time the 
road was not on the list of dirt roads 
to be paved, It was also noted that a 
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limits of New Brockton. 

When asked by Mr. Howell what 
was needed to get the road on the 
list, Chairman Lewis said he should 
get a petition signed by all those 
individuals who live on and/or own 
land on the road stating that they 
are Willing to sign right-of-way 
deeds 

Elba Chief of Police R. W. “Ron- 
nie” Whitworth appeared before the 
commission asking for the county's 
assistance in funding two additional 
E-911 dispatcher slots for the Elba 
Police Department. 

He noted that his dispatchers had 
answered 411 E-911 calls from Jan 
uary | to February 12. This is in 
addition to the normal radio traffic 
and telephone calls coming into the 
department, He commented that not 
all these calls are county related: 
however, the load is expected to 
become greater as time goes by 

Whitworth said E-911 calls eon 
sume a lot of time since the dis 
patcher has to remain on the line 
until the emergency is resolved 
sometimes lasting forty-five min 
utes to an hour, He emphasized that

Local Guardsmen depart for duty in Bosnia

Five members of the Alabama 
Army National Guard’s 1203d 
Engineer Battalion departed from 
Fort Paul L. Sawyer Armory in 
New Brockton on Feb. 6 en route to 
Fort Benning, Ga. for deployment 
to Bosnia.

Getting baby 
ready for solid 
foods 


Susan Taylor 
County Extension Agent/NEP 


Most babies are ready to start 
solid foods between four and six 
months of age, but this can vary 
depending on the baby’s develop- 
ment. Infants have to be able to use 
their tongue to push food toward 
the back of their mouth for swal- 
lowing. 

But there are some signs that are 
good indicators babies are ready to 
add a little variety into their diets. 
First, your baby can sit with little 
support. The baby can support his 
or her head and may even be able to 
lift the upper body alone when 
lying on the stomach, Also, the 
baby can turn the head or body 
away from you to signal he or she 
has had enough. 

Showing an interest in foods the 
rest of the family is eating is anoth- 
er sign of babies’ progress. Babies 
ready for solids may lean toward 
people who are eating and may 
open their mouth as if to say, “I 
want a bite.” Your baby doesn’t try 
to force foods out the mouth with 
the tongue. The baby can now 
move foods to the back of the 
throat with the tongue. If your 
baby’s weight has doubled since 
birth, this is another good sign that 


baby is ready to try solid foods. If 


the baby nurses eight or more times 
a day or drinks more than 32 
ounces of infant formula a day, 
these are both signs to try your 
baby on solid foods,

The proposal will strengthen the 
penalty for crimes relating to false 
bomb threats, increasing it from a 
misdemeanor to a Class C felony 
that carries a sentence of up to ten 
years in prison 

“A school official’s only option is 
to evacuate the school when a 
bomb threat is made,” said State 
Representative Howard Hawk (D- 
Arab), sponsor of the bill. “This 
Wastes class time and emergency 
personnel time, not to mention the 
sense of insecurity and danger felt 
by the students.” 

Reports of violence on school 
campuses have risen dramatically 
Over recent years - both nationally
